Arrangements are being made by a com- 


pany, headed by W. \V. Patterson, of 
Rcrantou, Pa., to eugnge extensively in the 
dairy biiBineaa on the Western Maryland 
Railroad and the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Railroad. 
Baltimore and Philadelphia 


will be the depots for the distribution of 
the company's business, and a large num- 
ber of creameries are to be established by 
the company along the iine of both roads. 


The operations of the company will fol- 


low closely similar enterprisea in ^"ew 
York. 
A lint' of refrigerator cary will 


bring the milk to Baltimore from points 
reached by the \Veycern .Maryland, taking 
in _the_whole system. These trains will 
arrive in the city shortly after midnight. 
At present the milk business over the 
Western Maryland Ka.lroad is confined to 
i\ territory within about fifty miles of Bal- 
timore. 
With the introduction of refrige- 


rator cars the entire main line and the 
Hanover division will be reached by the 
new company. 


Under a contract with the 'Western 


"Maryland Railroad Company about thiity 
creameries will bo erect-ed along the Weft- 
eru Maryland railroad, and fifteen of these 
are to be in onenUion within one year 
from January 1, 189S, when the contract 
got-s into effect. 
Agents of the Company 


are now selecting sites for these creameries 
and arranging with the farmers to supply 
milk. 
Ice houses will be br.iU at the 


creameries to store ice nsocl in taking; care 
of the milk when it is delivered by farm- 
ers 


The milk will be shipped in forty quart 


cans and iu bottles packed in cases. On 
the start the new Company pmpupes to 
operate in the territory beyond that which 
at present sends milk to York, and may

The question of how much grain tl 


steer that is b^ing fattened for inarke 
shall be fed is an important one, an 
upon its correct solution quite largely d 
peuds the profit of the business. C 
course, economy and the health of tl 
animal demands that he shall have a 
the rough fodder, of some kind that 1 
will eat. 
Hut shall the grain be fed i 


the same way, or shall something else de 
terrnine the amount he is to bs fed 
An important fact to be remembered i 
considering this question ia that the lirs 
use made of the food consumed is to sul 
port the life of the animal, and it is on] 
what is consumed iu excess of the "foo 
of support" that gives us any prolit. 
the less time taken to tit the steer fo 
qiarket, the less we shall expend iu tti 
food of support. 
Anil there is anothe 


thing we must remember: 
Pood cot 


sumed in. excess ot" what the steer ca 
digest aud assimilate does him no goo 
aud is wasted so tar as he is concerned 
Now comes the question of how to d 
termine the amount of grain the stee 
can profitably consume. AH practic; 
feeders know that animals vary greatl 
in that respect and that no definite nil 
of weight aud measure can be give: 
which will apply profitably to every case 


Of two animals of toe same weight an 


general appearance one will often en 
and use profitably a great deal more foa 
than the other ; aud if both are fed onl. 
what the one with the smaller cnpacit; 
can profitaply use, theu the other one i; 
being fed at a loss for the food of sup 
port is tho same whether the animal is 
fed to his full capacity or not. Aud theu 
again, no feeder cau tell certainly wheth 
er a steer is making a profitable use o 
all the food he consumes without fre 
queut analysis of the droppings, »nc 
that would be impracticable with a largi 
bunch of steers, because of the expense. 


Now my plan is (aud has been for ; 


good many years) to let the appetite o: 
the steer determine how much he is to lie 
fed. Peed all that will ba eaten up cleat 
every time. Of course, judgement mus 
be used not to overfeed and clog tin 
appetite. Theu I would put two shout* 
after each 1,200-pound steer, so as to be 
sure that he (lid not waste :;uy of his faed 
I would allow these hogs to run with the 
steers all the time, so that they woulc 
be ou hand to take tiie droppings whili 
they w«ve fresh and warm, aud if thi 
steers had failed to get all the good ou 
of the grain the hogs would be sure tt. 
get it. J!y this plan of feedi, g, ever, 
sieer gets all he can 
profitably use 


aud there is no waste of feed or ot tiuu 
iti getting him ready for the market. 1 
am talking now of feeding whole grain 


* .lust here I want to make the 


sweeping statement that no man can af 
ford to feed steers long enough to put 
ou the high finish that will top the unir 
ket unless they are followed by hog: 
enough to save the waste which will un- 
avoidably result from feeding such fa 
cattle. 
K-ipt'Cblly so it they are fed 


whole grain. The waste will not be 
much if the grain fed is ground, but even 
theu the food of support ami the svastt 
in thedruppuigs will make it uuprotiL- 
able to feed fur a ripe, hi^h finish unit's.-* 
the waste iu the droppings is ?;>yy 
This fine finish cannot be put. on iu It 
than five or six mouths, miU-s:s the stock 
is exceptionally fat when they ^o i n t < 
the feed yard, ami the yieer v.tll draw 
upon tlie corn ciib so long for hU 
of support that unless the very lu-.st pro- 
vision is made to guard against, any 
waste the final bahiucr, will br found (MI 
the wrong side of the It-dger.

I have iu the past fed a good many 


steers for the market, but it has gener- 
ally been done in furaier style. 1 raLseil 
my own steers and bought others to feed 
with them, and largely raised my O'-vn 
feed, so what I really knew about it \va> 
whether I had any money left after I 
got through. 
But I find on my bX'k 


one lot about which I hare t!i^ li.^nre:- 
to back my statements. They were 
bought by weight, and of course sold iu 
the same way. There were put into the 
feed yard witli two pigs for each steer. 
weighing out- hundred pounds each. 
They were fed 1DO days. 
Tha gain in 


weight of the steers was it very small 
fraction less than three pounds per da> 
for the whole time, i have not tha ex- 
act weight of the hogs, but 1 have the 
net money prolit. The hoys sold for 
$420 more tliati cost iinJ the steers sold 
for $1,15") more than they cost. I cannot 
be so exact about the feed, as all of the 
hay fed and about three-fourths of corn 
w>i3 raised ou the farm. I report this 
transaction to show that a large item iu 
the profit came from the hogs. 
They 


got no feed but what came through the 
steers except a little the first two weeks, 
while the steers were being put ou 
full feed. _ Pins beef stock was very high 
lit that time. The steers sold at $7 pel- 
hundred aud the hogs at the same price. 
But corn was also high. What I bought 
cost I'M ceuts per bushel. This was a 
very profitable feeding. The steers were 
fed snapped corn (uot husked), and good 
clover hay, and the hogs ran -with them 
all the time, having the second chance 
at the clover hay as well as the corn.— 
A writer in the Prairie jf'uram1.

One of the most important Thanks- 


giving and Christmas dishes is the uiiuee 
pie. 
The dinners oa these occasions do 


not seem complete without this delicious 
adjunct, and as mince meat keeps long 
it can be made early aud iu quantity 
enough to last, over ^,'ew Year's. 
Fol- 


lowing is an excellent recipe for niakiiir 
the meat. This makes a great quantity 
and the ingredients can probably be di- 
vided, if too much: 


Three pounds of prime beef from the 


tenderest part of the round, six pounds 
of apples (greenings), one and one-half 
pounds of suet, the juicu aud grated peel 
of. two oranges aud two lemons, two 
pounds of brown augur, one pint of ruo- 
lassea, three pints of boiled cider, one 
quart of good California brandy, three 
grated nutmegs, one tablespootiful of 
mace, one aud one-half tablespooufulsof 
salt, two tablespooufuls each of ginger 
aud allspice, one tablespoon ful of cloves, 
six tablespooufuls of cinnamon, one-half 
pound of sliced citron, two pounds of 
seedless raisins, two pouuds of large 
seeded raisins, two pouuds of currants 
and one glassful of grape jelly. .Steam 
the meat or let it simmer gently until 
tender, let it cool and chop it rather line 
—the size ot the average pea: chop the 
apples to the size of white beans. 
Pre- 


pare the fruit carefully, mixing all the 
dry ingredients thoroughly ; then add 
the cider, molasses, lemon aud orange 
j uices, and lastly the brandy. Mix ugain 
thoroughly, pack in a large stoneware 
jar, rover aud stand in a cool, dry place. 
Mince-meat should stand abont three 
weeks before uaing, to ripen aud bleud 
tee flavors. In making pies, see to it 
that yonr pastry is of the beat. An 
hour's baking is none too long for perfect

Smooth or Bearded Wheat. 


A correspondent of the Stockman and 


Farmer writes on the relative qualities 
of smooth and bearfed wheat. He says : 
Which class possesses the greater jidv'an- 
tages, other things being equal ? Smooth 
wlieat is the more easily handled, beard- 
ed the more easily threshed. So far as I 
know this feature of the beardsd wheat 
ia the only excellence which places it 
ahead of the smooth, yet this distinction 
is sometimes exaggerated. Smooth wheat 
well ripened can be separated 
well 


enough for practical purposes by the 
ttiresherman who understands Ms busi- 
ness. Farmers are arriving at the con- 
clusion that wheat should not be cut un- 
til it is ripe. The case was differei 
when the sheavos were bound by han 
but since the sheaves are tied by m 
chinery every one knows that the oper 
tion is far more satisfactorily performs 
when the grain is ripe, even dead ri). 
The ripe grain will cure better and I 
more plump than the half ripe. If th 
bearded varieties are allowed to thoroug 
ly ripen before cutting the heads wi 
shell out to some extent. At lijast t!i 
is our experience. The smooth whet 
will not shell so much. It is not easy 
make a compact shock of dead-rip 
bristly bearded sheaves.

Weaning' Foals. 


Foals that are about to oo weaned ii

pulse and other highly nutritive food 
The loss of Ihe dam's milk ia a seven 
check to their constitution and growth 
which even an abundant supply of hay 
or grass will not wholly compensate. A 
variety of food is not only permissible 
but to be advocated, although grass or 
good hay and com should form their 
staple diet. Too many different sorts of 
food can hardly bs tried, says a high 
authority on the matter, but of course 
they must be giveu judiciously, at vari- 
ous times and ia small quantities 
Should the bowels act too freely by the 
use of succulent foods, or from any other 
cause, recourse must be had to snial 
feeds of barley or old split beans—care 
being taken the latter are perfectly sound 
—and hay should be substituted entirely 
to tho exclusion of grass. The contrary 
condition of the bowels should, of course, 
lead to diet of succulent food and bran 
mashes. 
The condition of the foal's 


owels should be carefully watched for 


some time after weaning. The sudden 
change from relyiug principally upon his 
diim to entire dependence ou other 
sources of food supply not infrequently 
.eads to a derangement of the digestive 
organs, which, with care aud judicious 
feeding, is usually not difficult to cor- 
rect.—Lire Stock Journal.

There is no question but that there is 


a scarcity of good horses in the horse- 
breeding districts, says The Horseman. 
Reports from all sections agree upon this 
point, lu a private note a prominent 
Kew England dealer who travels exten- 
sively in New York, as well as the 
Eastern States, writes as follows : 


I quit buying horses for a lime, con- 


templating a Western trip of about, two 
months, but have given it tip and have 
recently sold a few upeedy horma and 
two matched teams. 1 think yon would 
be very much surprised and disappointed 
if-you were to canvass any of the coun- 
try towns of New England for Una hor- 
ses. People living in the cities, when: all 
the best horses centre, have no idea as to 
the condition, quantity and quality of 
the stock back in the country. Two 
years will make a wonderful change in 
the horse business. 


There is no doubt but what good-sized, 


sound, well-broken hervictable horses 
will be much higher two years heuce 
than now. Breeders who ate overstock- 
ed, however, had better seUsonie of their 
horses this fall, and give those which 
they keeu additional care and extra feed, 
than to try to carry all their Block u t t i l 
better times arrive. 


Wool Coming Out. 


The recent advances in prices is bring- 


ing out little "pockets" of wool nil over 
the country that most people ha<) for- 
gotten. 
It is nothing uncommon in 


Ohio, Pennsylvania and West Virginia 
for farmers to have on hand two or three 
clips, and a number of such sales have 
been reported of late. Some are holding 
wool from four or Ove clips, and eveu 
more. At the UurgellBtown, I'a., Fair

had iu his loft the wool of fourteen clips, 
not having sold any since 1883, when he 
obtained 41 cents
